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DETAILED ACTION 

I. After further review of the art on record the rejection of Ennerson under 35 
use 102 (b) will be maintained for reasons on record and reasons below. The 
Examiner's Amendment discussed with Attorney Solomon on 1/22/04 will not be 
entered at this time. Claims rejected under 35 USC 102(b) are 37,39,41-43,45- 
47,49,51-53,57,59. Applicant amended claim 37 to include classes of parasites: 
Psoroptes sp., Sarcoptes sp., Dermanyssus gallinae and Vaarroa jacobsoni oudemans. 
A further search revealed that the louse and tick taught by Emerson fall within the 
claimed classes Dermanyssus and Varroa / Sarcoptes , respectively. See abstracts of 
FR 2592277 and SU 1821 112/ RU 2024252. 

II. Rejection of claims 28,29,32 under 35 USC 103 (a) as being obvious over 
Emerson will be maintained for reasons on record. 

III. Objection to claims 40,44,48,50 will be maintained for reasons on record.
